EWIS Auguftus de Bourbon, Duke de Maine, legi- 
timated Prince of France, &c. who died at his 
Cattle of Sceaux on the 3d Inftant, in the 76th Yea? of 
his Age, was born the zoth of March 1670, married 
ifa Benedi&ina, Daughter of Henry Julius Prince of 
Conde, on the gth of March 1692, and has left by her 
the Prince of Dombes, the Countd’Eu, and Mademoi- 
fellé du Maine,, The Deceafed having enjoyed a Pen- 
hon of 100,000 Livres, his Majefty has continued it to 
his Family in the following Manner, viz. 65,000 
Livres to his Dutchefs Dowager, and 45,000 to Ma- 
demoitelle his Daughter. He-has made the Lieutenant 
Civil Executor of his laft Will and Teftament, and left 
him his Cabinet of Medals, which, "tis faid, is worth 
50,000 Livres: It was his Defire to be interred in a 
plain Manner, in the ParifChurch of Sceaux. On the 
7th the King entered into Mourning for three Weeks, 
on account of his Death, 
* The late Duke was one of the legitimated Sons of 
* Lewis XIV. and was created Grand Mafter of the 
‘ Artillery, Colonel General of the Swifs and Grifons, 
* and Governor of Guierme. He married Louifa Bene- 
* diétina of Bourbon Conde, by whom he had two 
* Sons and a Daughter. His Sons, the Prince of 
* Dombes and the Count d’ Fu, were almoft conftantly 
‘at Court. The eldeit, who is a fine, jolly, hand- 
‘ fome Man, has the Reverfion of his Father's Offices. 
* Their Sitter isa very amiable Princefs, whofe Educa- 
* tion has been equal to her Birth, and whofe courteous, 
‘ polite Behaviour renders her a worthy Daughter of 
* juch a Mother. 
‘* The late Duke poffeffed the Sovereignty of Dom- 
* bes, which the Daughter of Galton of France, Son 
* to Henry IV. left him by Will. He had the Mif- 
* fortune to limp; but, when he wasa Youth, he did 
« his Prince diftinguifhed Service. He had a fuperior Ge- 
‘ nius, and Wasa Man of true Chriftian Piety. The late 
‘ King diftinguifhed him above all his Children, and he 
«-gavea fignal Proof of it, by appointing him Superin- 
-* tendant of the Education of the young Prince his prefent 
¢ Majeity, and by making him Partner in the Regency 
« with the Duke of Orleans. It was fome Years alfo 
¢ before this, that Lewis XIV. by a Declaration re- 
« giftered in Parliament with the greateft Solemnity 
‘ that ever Aét was, had recognized the Duke of 
«Maine, the Count de Tholoufe, and their Polterity, 
« capable of fucceeding to the Crown, on Failure of 
¢ lawful Iffue ; which Declaration, however difgrace- 
« ful to the Princes of the Blood, they did not oppofe, 
« out of Refpeét_ to Lewis XIV. before whom every 
¢ Knee was bent; but, on the Entrance of the prefent 
‘« Reign, they commenced a Procefs thereupon againit 
« thofe legitimated Princes. The Arret whereby they 
« were ¢alled to the Succeffion of the Crown was re- 
‘ yoked ; only the Count de Tholoufe had the Honours 
‘« appendant: to the Dignity of Prince of the Blood {e- 
« cured to him for his Life, while the Duke of Maine 
« and his Children were deprived of thole great Prero- 
‘ gatives, and reduced tothe Rank of their Peerage. 
« At the fame time Monfieur the Dake (as the Duke 
«of Bourbon was then called) procured to himfelf the 
« Superintendancy of the King’s Education, to which 
« the Duke de Maine had been nominated by the lait 
‘ Will of the late King ; whereupon the Duke retired 
© to Sceaux. But this was not his only Mortheation ; 
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« for this being at a Time whena Deftruction feemed to . 
‘ be vowed of all that had been done by Lewis XIV. j 
‘ the Duke, together with his Rmployments and Ho- 
‘ nours, loft his Liberty. He was accufed of a Cor- 
‘ refpondence with the Prince de Callamare, the Spa- 
‘ nifh Ambaflador, who had endeavoured to excite tlie 
‘ French t a..Rebellion againit the Regent, and pro- 
‘ mifed them the . Affiftance of the King his Matter; 
‘ whereupon the Duke was apprehended, and commit- 
¢ ted clo Prifoner to Dourlens' in Picardy ; but, by 
‘ the very Confeflion of his Enemies, he bore this Re- 
‘« verfe of Fortune with an heroick Conitancy, and his 
‘ Keepers were heard to fay, that he nevet once 
‘ changed Countenance, but preferved that ‘Tranquility 
‘ and Pleafantnefs of Temper which accompanied all 
* his Aétions. Neverthelefs his Dutchefs didnot re- 
* ceive the News of his Difgrace with that Serenity of 
* Mind ; for that Lady, who was born with thevhiga 
‘ Spirit of the great Conde her Grandfather, was in a 
‘ Pafhon with the Regent, and particularly with Mon- 
‘ fieur the Duke his Nephew, whom fhe looked upoh 
‘ as the Author of her Misfortunes. Nay, ‘tis Stetend- 
* ed, that the Duke of Maine himfelf was the Sebje& 
‘ of her Reproaches before he wasa Prifoner. For on 
‘ the Day that Lewis XV. wene*to- -Rarliament,: to 
‘ hold his frit Cour: of juitice, in which the Duke de 
‘ Maine was deprived of the Share which whe late 
© King’s Will gave him in the Regency, on that very 
« Day, as this Duke came home trom the Parliament, 
‘ he found his Wife uneaiy to know what had patie, 
‘ of which when he had given her an exact Account, 
‘ the could not bridle her Paffion, but looking.on her 
* Spoufe with indignation, faid-to him, So then, PLave 
‘ nothing left but toe Scandal of having married ym ! 
* When fhe received Orders to yield to Monfieur the 
‘ Duke the Appartment fhe had-in the Thuillerics 
* while the Duke de Maine was Superintendant of the 
* King’s Education, Yes, faid fhe, { well yield it to bin | 
* avith a Vengeance! At the fame time the ordered it 
* to be ftripped of all the Furniture, and, to make the 
‘ more Difpatch, fhe broke the Looking glafies, 
* China, and all Goods of that fort, in Pieces. Never- 
* thelefs when fhe was arrefied, and even while fhe 
* was detained in Cuftody, fhe was never heard to com- 
‘ plain or murmur, but fupported her Difgrace with 
* chat Magnanimity for which fhe is admired ; a Spirit 
* which exalts her far above the Generality of her Sex, 
‘ and fets herona Par with the Clafs of Heroes.

Perth, May 4. Upon the News of the Marriage of

Stirling, May6. The 30th ult. there were executed 
here by the Sheriff’s Sentence, John Gibfon, Mar- 
garet Connechie, and Girzel Rugh, for Houfe-break- 
ing, Theft and Robbery. 

Some time about the Beginning of the faid Month, 
there happened in this Neighbourhood, and along the
